hydraulic connection between said pre-set volume and said combustion chamber; said 
neck connected to one side of said combustion chamber distant from said front 
upstream portion of said combustion chamber provided with said at least one burner, 
and at l east one of sa i d p l ura li ty He l mho l tz r e sonators i s rad i a ll y spac e d from at le ast
